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Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

As per applicant's argument regarding the Obuchi reference not teaching adding 
signal portions examiner notes Col 34 lines 60-67 (as cited in the final rejection) that 
discloses a composite device which will add or average signal portions with the error 
rates used as weighting functions for each signal portion, and additionally a selector 
which will choose the signal portion with the lowest error rate. These are two separate 
functions. The selector is in addition to the composite device. Examiner notes Fig. 7b 
and Figs. 8a, 8b which show the functionality (adding or averaging) of the composite 
device. Examiner additionally notes the previously cited Higashi reference which could 
also be used to teach the well known concept of selecting or adding or averaging signal 
portions for site diversity. 

As per applicant's arguments that the Kondo and Obuchi references do not deal 
with signal portions from different base stations examiner notes Obuchi' s ABSTRACT. 

As per applicant's arguments that Kondo and Obuchi do not disclose processing 
the signals on a frame by frame basis, examiner notes Col 3 lines 1-20 of Kondo (as 
previously cited). The selection is made after the error detection. 

As per applicant's comments on the examiner's previous lack of response to 
arguments submitted with the prior amendment, examiner notes the above responses to 
all of applicant's outstanding arguments. Examiner additionally notes that the noted 
Higashi reference was presented to applicant because the examiner uncovered it while 
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reconsidering applicant's amended claims. Examiner maintains that while the Higashi 
reference could easily be used as a teaching reference in combination with Kondo to read 
on applicant's claims, it is not required because applicant has not overcome the Obuchi 
reference. 
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
